From its Firſt EsTABLIsHMENT. 


18 Majeſty King George the Second, by his Letters Patent, 
bearing Date che Ninth Day of June One thouſand 
Seven hundred and Thirty-two, reciting amongſt other 
things, That many of his poor Subjects were, through 
Misfortunes, and want of Employment, reduced to great Neceſſi- 
ties, and would be glad to be ſettled in any of his Majeſty's Pro- 
vinces in America, where, by cultivating the Lands waſte and 
deſolate, they might not only gain a comfortable Subſiſtence, but 
alſo ſtrengthen his Majeſty's Colonies, and increaſe the Trade, Na- 
vigation and Wealth of his Majeſty's Realms; and that the Pro- 
vinces in North America had been frequently ravaged by Indian 
Enemies, more eſpecially that of South Carolina, whoſe Southern 
Frontier continued unſettled, and lay open to the neighbouring 
Savages ; and that to relieve the Wants of the ſaid poor People, 
and to protect his Majeſty's Subjects in South Carolina, a regular 
Colony of the ſaid poor People ſhould be ſettled and eſtabliſhed 
in the Southern Frontiers of Carolina; did, for the Conſiderations 
aforeſaid, conſtitute a Corporation by the Name of, The Truſtees 
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for eftabtiſhing the Cotony of Georgia in America, with Capaci 

| | take Lands, to fue and ta be x 
mon Seal, and to chuſe Members of the ſaid Corporation on the 
Third Thurſday in March yearly, with reſtraining Clauſes, that 
no Member af the ſaid Corporation ſhould have any Salary, Fee, 
Perquiſite, Benefit, or Profit whatſoever, for acting therein, or 
have any Office, Place ar Br of Profit under the ſaid 
Corporation, with a Direction for the ſaid Corporation 
Year to lay an Account.in Writing before the Lord Chancellor 
Chief Juſtice of the King's-Bench, Maſter of the Rolls, Chief 
Juſtice of the Common-Pleas, and Chief Baron of the Exche- 
quer, or any Two of them, of all Moneys or Effects by them 
received or expended for carrying on the good Purpoſes aforeſaid, 
with a Power to make Bye-Laws, Conſtitutions, Orders and Or- 
dinances: And granted, amongſt other Tings, to the ſaid Cor- 
poration, and their Succeſſors, under the Reſervations therein 
mentioned, Seven undivided Parts (the Whole into Eight equal 
Parts to be divided) of all thoſe Lands, Countries and Territories, 
ſituate, lying and being in that Part of South Carolina in America, 
which lies from the moſt Northern Stream of a River there, com- 
monly called the Savannah, all along the Sea-coaſt to the South- 
ward unto the moſt Southern Stream of a certain other great 
Water or River, called the Alatamaha, and Weſtward from the 
Heads of the faid Rivers reſpectively, in direct Lines to the South- 
Seas, To have and to hold the ſame, to them the ſaid Corporation, 
and their Sucteffors for ever; for the better Support of the ſaid 
Colony, under the yearly Rent of Four Shillings Proclamation 
Money of South Carolina for every Hundred Acres of the ſaid 
Lands for ever, which the faid Corporation ſhould grant, demiſe, 
plant or ſettle, but not to commence until Ten Years after ſuch 
Grant, Demiſe, Planting or Settling: And erected and created 
the ſaid Lands, Countries and Territories into one independent 
and feparate Province, by the Name of GEORGIA; and 
made the Inhabitants, who ſhould reſide therein, free, and not 
ſubject to any the Laws, Orders, Statutes or Conſtitutions of 
South Carolina, except the Commander in Chief of the Militia; 
and authorized the ſaid Corporation for the Term of Twenty-one 
Years from the Date of the ſaid Letters Patent, to form and 
prepare Laws, Statutes and Ordinances for the Government of 
the ſaid Colony, not repugnant to the Laws and Statutes of Eng- 
land, to be preſented under their common Seal to his Majeſty in 
Council for his Approbation or Diſallowance, and that the ſaid 
Laws, ſo approved of, ſhould be in full Force and Virtue within 
the ſaid Province: And impowered the Common Council for the 
Time being of the faid Corporation, or the major Part of them, 


to 
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to diſpoſe of, expend and apply all the Moneys and Effects be- 
longing to the faid Corporation, and to make ContraQs for carry- 
ing on and effecting the good Purpoſes therein intended; and 
that they ſhould from time to time appoint a Treaſurer, Secre- 
rary, and ſuch other Officers, Miniſters and Servants of the ſaid 
Corporation, as they ſnould ſee proper, for the good Manage- 
ment of their Affairs, and at their Pleaſure to remove them, and 
appoint others in their ſtead ; and that they ſhould appoint rea- 
ſonable Salaries, Perquiſites, or other Rewards, for their Labour 
or Services; and that ſuch Officers ſhould be ſworn, before they 
act, for the faithful and due Execution of their reſpective Offices 
and Places; and declared, that the Treaſurer and Secretary for 
the Time being ſhould be incapable of being Members of the 
ſaid Corporation; and granted to the faid Corporation, that it 
ſhould be lawful for them, their Officers or Agents, to tranſport 
and convey into the ſaid Province, ſuch of his Majeſty's Subjects 
and Foreigners, as were willing to go, and inhabit and refide there; 
and declared all Perſons born within the ſaid Province, and their 
Children and Poſterity, to be free Denizens, as if they had been 
born within any of his Majeſty's Dominions: And impowered 
the faid Common Council, in the Name of the Corporation, and 
under their common Seal, to diſtribute, convey, aſſign and fer 
over ſuch particular Portions of the ſaid Lands, Tenements, and 
Hereditaments, unto ſuch of his Majeſty's Subjects, and others 


willing to live in the faid Colony, upon ſuch Terms, and for ſuch 
Eftates, and upon ſuch Rents, Reſervations and Conditions, as 


the ſame. might lawfully be granted, and as to the ſaid Common 
Council, or the major Part of them, ſhould ſeem fit and pro- 
per; provided that no Grant ſhould be made of any Part of the 
ſaid Lands unto, or in Truſt for, or for the Benefit of any Mem- 
ber of the ſaid Corporation, and that no greater Quantity of the 
ſaid Land be granted either intirely, or in Parcels, to, or to the 
Uſe of, or in Truſt for any one Perſon, than Five hundred Acres; 
and declared that all Grants made contrary to the true Intent and 
Meaning thereof, ſhould be abſolutely null and void : And granted 
that the ſaid Corporation, for the Term of Twenty-one Years 
from the Date of the ſaid Letters Patent, ſhould have Power to 
ere& and conſtirute Judicatures and Courts of Record, or other 
Courts to be held in his Majeſty's Name, for the hearing and 
determining of all manner of Crimes, Offences, Pleas, Proceſles, 
Plaints, Actions, Matters, Cauſes, and Things whatſoever ariſing 
or happening within the ſaid Province, or between Perſons inha- 

biting or reſiding there, and for awarding and making out Exe- 
cutions thereupon ; and directed the faid Corporation to regiſter, 
or caute to be regiſtred, all Leaſes, Grants, Plantings, Convey- 
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ances, Settlements and Improvements: whatſoever, as ſhould at 
any time be made of any Lands, Tenements' or | Hereditaments 
within-the ſaid Province, and . yearly to ttanſmit authentick Ac- 
counts thereof unto the Auditor of the Plantations, or his De- 
puty, and to the Surveyor of South Carolina, to inſpect and 
ſurvey the ſame, to aſcertain the Quit- rents which ſhould be- 
come due, according to the Reſervation before - mentioned; but 
not to have or take any Gratuity, Fee or Reward, for ſuch Sur- 
vey or Inſpection, on Forfeiture of their Office; with a Proviſo, 
that all Leaſes, Grants and Conveyances to be made of any 
Lands within the ſaid Province, or a Memorial containing the 
Subſtance or Effect thereof, ſhould be regiſtred with the 
Auditor of the Plantations within One Year from the Date 
thereof, otherwiſe that the ſame ſhould be void: And directed, 
That all Rents, Iſſues or Profits, which ſhould come to the 
{aid Corporation, iſſuing or ariſing out of or from the ſaid Pro- 
vince, ſhould be laid out and applied in ſuch manner as would 
moſt improve and inlarge the ſaid Colony, and beſt anſwer the 
good Purpoſes therein mentioned, and for defraying all other 
Charges about the ſame; and directed the ſaid Corporation, from 
time to time, to give in to one of the Secretaries of State, and to 
the Commiſſioners of Trade and Plantations, Accounts of the 
Progreſs of the ſaid Colony: And directed that the ſaid Common 
Council ſhould, from time to time, for the ſaid Term of Twenty- 
one Vears, from the Date of the ſaid Letters Patent, have Power 
to appoint all ſuch Governors, Judges, Magiſtrates, Miniſters, 
and Officers Civil and Military, both by Sea and Land, within 
the ſaid Diſtrict, as they ſhould think fit and needful for the Go- 
vernment of the ſaid Colony, (except ſuch Officers as ſhould be 
appointed for managing, collecting and receiving, ſuch of his 
Majeſty's Revenues as ſhould ariſe within the ſaid Province) with 
a Proviſo, that every Governor ſo appointed ſhould be approved 
by his Majeſty, and qualify himſelf as other Governors in America 
are by Law required to do, and give Security for obſerving the 
Acts of Parliament relating to Trade and Navigation, and obeying 
all Inſtructions from his Majeſty, or any acting under his Autho- 
rity, purſuant to the ſaid Acts: And granted that the ſaid Cor- 
poration, for the ſaid Term of Twenty-one Years, from the 
Date of the ſaid Letters Patent, ſhould have Power, by any Com- 
mander, or other Officer for that purpoſe: appointed, to train, 
inſtruct, exerciſe and govern, a Militia, for the ſpecial Defence 
and Safety of the ſaid Colony, to aſſemble in martial Array, and 
put in warlike Poſture the Inhabitants of the ſaid Colony, and 
in Time of actual War, Invaſion or Rebellion, to uſe and exerciſe 
the Law Martial ; and- alſo to erect Forts, and fortify any Place 


or 
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or Places within the ſaid Colony, and the ſame to furniſh with all 
neceſſary Ammunition, Proviſion, and Stores of War, for Offence 
and Defence; and, from time to time, to commit the Cuſtody 
and Government of them to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as to them 
ſhould ſeem meet; declaring that the Governor or Commander in 
chief of South Carolina, ſhould bave the chief Command of the 
Militia of Georgia, and that they ſhould obſerve his Orders; and 
granted that the ſaid Corporation ſhould' have Power to import 
and export their Goods, at and from any Port or Ports, that ſhould 
be appointed by. his Majeſty within the ſaid Province for that Pur- 
poſe, without being obliged to touch at any other Port in Ca- 

' rolina ; and declared, That after the End of the ſaid Twenty-one 
Years, ſuch Form of Government, and Method of making Laws, 
Statutes and Ordinances, for the Government of the ſaid Province, 
and its Inhabitants, ſhould; be eſtabliſhed and obſerved within the 
ſame, as his Majeſty, his Heirs or Succeſſors, ſhould ordain and 
appoint, and ſhould be agreeable ro Law; and that after the 
Endof the ſaid Twenty-one Years, the Governor, and all Officers 
Civil and Military, within the ſaid Province, ſhould be appointed 
by his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſlors. | e: 

In purſuance of his Majeſty's Charter, and in order to fulfil 
the good Intents and Purpoſes therein expreſſed, it was thought 
neceſſary for the Truſtees to ſend over ſuch poor People, and fo- 
reign Proteſtants, as were willing to live in Georgia, not only to 
cultivate the Lands, but at the ſame time to ſtrengthen his Ma- 
jeſty's Colonies. For which Purpoſes they conſider'd each Inhabit- 
ant, both as a Planter and as a Soldier; and they were therefore 
to be provided with Arms for their Defence, as well as Tools for 
their Cultivation, and to be taught the Exerciſe of both; and 
Towns were to be laid out for their Settlements, and Lands al- 
lotted to each of them for their Maintainance, as near to thoſe 
Towns as conveniently could be, that they might never have 


Occaſion to be too far diſtant from their Towns, which were to 
be regarded as their Gariſons. 181 1 1 
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And as the Military Strength of the Province was particularly - 
to be taken care of; it ſeemed neceſſary to eſtabliſh ſuch Tenures 
of Lands, as might moſt effectually preſerve the Number of Plant- 
ers or Soldiers, equal to the Number of Lots of Land; and there- 1 
fore each Lot of Land was to be conſidered as a military Fief, 
and to contain ſq much in Quantity as would ſupport ſuch Planter, ; 
and his Family; and Fifty Acres. were judged ſufficient, and not 
too much, for that Purpoſe: And Proviſion was made to prevent --- 
an Accumulation of ſeveral Lots into one Hand, leſt the Gariſon 
ſhould be leſſened; and likewiſe to prevent a Diviſion of thoſe 
Lots into {maller Parcels, leſt that, which was no more than ſuf- 


ficient 
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| ficient for one Planter when intire, ſhould, if divided among ſe- 

_ - veral, be too ſcanty for cheir Subſiſtence. © | FT 
And in che Infancy of the Colony, the Lands were granted in 
Tail Male, preferable to any other Tenure, as the moſt likely 
to anſwer theſe Purpoſes; for if the Grants were to have 
been made in Tail General, it was thought, that the Strength 
of each Townſhip would ſoon be diminiſhed, inaſmuch as every 
Female Heit in Tail, who was unmartied, would have been in- 
titled to one Lot, and conſequently have taken from the Ga- 
riſon the Portion of one Soldier; and by Intermarriages ſeveral 
Lots might be united into one; and if ſuch Tenant in Tail Ge- 
neral had had ſeveral Daughters, his Lot muſt have been divided 

equally amongſt them all as Co- parceners. 

Nor were theſe the only Inconveniencies, which were thought 
likely to ariſe from Eſtates in Tail General; for Women being 
equally incapable to ſerve on Juries as to act as Soldiers, theſe 
Duties, and many others, ſuch as Watching and Warding, Cc. 
would return ſo much oftener to each Man in Proportion as the 
Number of the Men in the Townſhip was leffened ; and by that 
means would become very burthenſome to- the remaining Male 
Lot-holders ; and in caſe of any Attack from the Indians, French 
or Spaniards, the Townſhip would be leſs able to make a 
Defense. | 112 | | 

And as it was not thought proper to grant Eſtates in Tail 
General, it appeared to be more inconvenient to grant them in 
Fee-ſimple ; which Eſtate would have been attended with all the 
Objections before- mentioned incident to Eſtates in Tail General, 
and to ſeveral others beſides; for the Right of Alienation being 
inſeparable from an Eſtate in Fee, the Grantee might have ſold, 
mortgaged or aliened his Lands, to whomever he thought fit; 
which was a Power not to be truſted with the People ſent over, 
for the following Reaſons: 001 er eee eee, 

I. From conſidering their Condition. 

II. From conſidering the Purpoſes they were ſent for. 

III. From conſidering the Perſons, to whom Lands might be 
alienated: And. | . 

IV. From conſidering, that it might occaſion a Monopoly of 
Land, | contrary to the Intent of the Charter. 

As to the Firſt : The Perſons ſent over were poor indigent 
People, who had for the moſt part ſo indiſcreetly managed what 
they had been Maſters of here, that it did not ſeem fafe to truſt 
ſo abſolute a Property in their Hands, at leaſt in the Infancy of 
the Colony, and before they had, by a careful and induſtrious Be- 
Hhaviour, given ſome Reaſon to believe, they would prove better 
Managers for the future, | 
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As to the Second: They were ſent over to iuhabit, cultivate 
and ſecure, by a perſonal Reſidence, the Lands granted to them 
within the Province; and they voluntarily engaged ſo to do; and 
in Expectation that they would perform thoſe Engagements, 
they were maintained at the Expence of the-Publick, during their 
Voyage, and their Paſſage was paid for them; and they were 
provided with Tools, Arms, Seeds, and other Neceſſaries, and 
ſupported from the publick Store, many of them at leaſt, for 
Four Vears together, from their firſt Landing; in which reſpect, 
the Publick may be ſaid to have purchaſed of theſe People, for a 
valuable Conſideration, their perſonal Reſidence, and all the In- 
duſtry and Labour they could beſtow in the Cultivation of this 
Province, and to have given them even Pay for the Hazard they 
might run in the Defence of it. 

As to the Third: It was thought unſafe to grant them ſuch 
an Eſtate, as might be the very Means of introducing ſuch Sorts 
of People, as might defeat what the Truſtees had always at 
Heart; viz. the Preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion in that 
Province; which was neceſſary to be taken care of, both on a 
Political and Religious Account; the French lying to the Weſt, 
and the Spaniards to the South of the Province of Georgia. 

As to the Fourth: A Monopoly of many Lots into one Hand, 
would neceſſarily have been the Conſequence of a free Liberty of 
buying and felling Lands within the Province; which would 
have been directly contrary to the Intent of the Charter, whereby 
the Grant of Lands to any one Perſon is limited not to exceed Five 
hundred Acres. ERS | N 

A further Inconvenience ſeemed likely to ariſe in every Caſe 
where the Tenant in Fee died without any Children, or without 
having diſpoſed of his Lot by Will; for the Heir General, who 
might have the Right to it, might not happen to be found out for 
many Years after, eſpecially if it was one of the Foreign Pro- 
reſtants ; and all that Time the Houſe would have run to Decay, 
and the Land remain uncultivated, and become a Harbour 97 
Vermin, to the great Annoyance and Damage of the neighbour- 
ing Lots. 

But tho the before- mentioned Reſtraints were intended for the 
Good of the Whole, yet, whenever particular Caſes required it, 
they were taken off, or og porn with: And upon any Applica- 
tion for Leave to alienate Lands, Licences were always granted 
for that Purpoſe ; and when the Succeſſion of Females became 
leſs dangerous to the Province, by the growing Strength and 
Increaſe of the People, and by the Security provided for it by b 
his Majeſty's Forces there, the Truſtees reſolved to inlarge the 
Tenures of the Lands to Eſtates in Tail General. 


The 
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The Fenures being thus ſettled, it was thought neceſſary to te- 
ire the Inhabitants to cultivate their Lands within a limited 
ime; ànd in order to raiſe raw Silk, which was intended to be 

one of the Produces there, a certain Proportion of white Mul- 

berry-trees' were to be planted: - And in their reſpective Grants 

Fen Years were allowed for the Cultivation, and One hundred 

white Mul planted on every Ten Acres of 


berry-trees wore to be 
Land, vrhen cleared; with a Power for the Truſtees to re-enter 
on the Parts that ſhould remain uncultivated. 

But as the People were nor able to cultivate their Lands within 
the Time required by their Grants, by reaſon of the Alarms 
from the Spaniards, the ae og in that Part of America, and 
other unforeſeen Accidents; the Truſtees reſolved to releaſe all 
Forfeitures on that Account, and to require the Cultivation of no 
mare than Five Acres of the ſaid Fifty Acres, within the Remain- 
der of the ſaid Term of Ten Years. | 

And as other Perſons applied to the Truſtees for Grants of 
Land, in order to go over, and ſettle there at their own Expence; 
particular Grants were made under the ſame Tenure, and on the 
following Conditions: Jig. That they ſhould within Twelve 
Months, from the Date of their Grants, go to and arrive in 
Ceorgia, with one Man- ſervant for every Fifty Acres granted 
them, and ſhould with ſuch Servants abide, ſettle, inhabit, and 
continue there for Three Years: That they ſhould within Ten 
Years clear and cultivate one Fifth Part of the Lands granted them, 
and. within..the next Ten Years clear and cultivate Three Fifth 
Parts more of the ſaid Lands, and plant One thouſand white 
Mubberry- trees, upon xvery One hundred Acres thereof, when 
cleared; and that they ſhould not at any time hire, keep, lodge, 
board or empley, any Negroes within Georgia, on any Account 
whatſoever withbut fpecial Leave. Which Conditions were rea- * 
dily approvediof, and Counterparts executed by them all; and 
ta thoſe who deſired to name their Sueceſſor, on Tailure of Iſſue 
Male, ſpetial Covenants wert entered into by the Truſtees for that 
Purpoſe, agrecable ta their 'own Propoſitions. And for an En- 
couragement to their Men- ſervants to behave well, like Covenants 
were entered into, to grant to every ſuch Man-ſervant, when 
requeſted theteunto, by any Writing, under the Hand and Seal 
of the; Maſter, Twenty Acres of Land under the ſame Te-

The Truſtees - were induced to prohibit the Uſe of Negroes 
within Georgia; the Intention of his Majeſty's Charter being to 
provide for poor People incapable of ſubſiſting themſelves ar 
home, and..to. ſettle a Frontier for South Carolina, which was 
much expoſed by the ſmall Number of its white Inhabitants. It 

De Was 
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was impoſſible that the Poor, who ſhould be ſent from hence, 
and the Foreign perſecuted Proteſtants, who muſt go in a manner 
naked into the Colony, could be able to purchaſe or ſubſiſt them, 
if they had them; and it. would be a Charge too great for the 
Truſtees to undertake ; and they would be thereby diſabled from 
ſending white People. The firſt Coſt of a Negro is about 
Thirty Pounds; and this Thirty Pounds would pay the Paſſage 
over, provide Tools and other Neceſſaries, and defray the Charge 
of Subſiſtence of a white Man for a Year ; in which Time it 
might be hoped chat the Planter's own- Labour would gain him 
ſome Subfiſtence ; conſequently the Purchaſe- money of every 
Negro, (abſtracting the Expence of ſubſiſting him, as well as his 
Maſter) by being applied that way, would prevent the ſending 
over a white Man, who would be of Security to the Province; 
whereas the Negro would render that Security precarious. _ 

It was thought, that the white Man, by, having a Negro Slave, 
would be leſs diſpoſed to labour himſelf; and that his whole 
Time muſt be employed in keeping the Negro, to Work, and in 
watching againſt any Danger he or his Family might apprehend 
from the Slave; and that the Planter's Wife and Children would 
by the Death, or even the Abſence of the Planter, be in a manner 
at the Mercy of the Negro. _ FFF 

It was allo apprehended, that the Spaniards at St. Auguſtine 
would be continually inticing away the Negroes, or encouraging 
them to Inſurtrections; that the firſt might eaſily be accompliſhed, 
ſince a fingle Negro could run away thither without Companions, 
and would only have a River or two to ſwim over; and this 
Opinion has been confirmed and juſtified by the Practices of the 
Spaniards, even in Time of profound Peace, amongſt the Negroes 
in South Carolina; where, tho' at a greater Diſtance from Auguſtine, 
ſome have fled in Perriaguas and little Boats to the Spaniards, and 
been protected, and others in large Bodies have been incited to 
Inſurrections, to the great Terror, and even endangering the Loſs. 
of that Province ; which, though it has been eſtabliſhed above 
Seventy Years, has ſcarce white People enough to ſecure her 
againſt her own Slaves. _ EINE 5 — 

It was alſo conſidered, that the Produces deſigned to be raiſed 
in the Colony would not require ſuch Labour as to make Negroes 
neceſſary for carrying them on; for the Province of Carolina pro- 
duces chiefly Rice, which is a Work of Hardſhip proper for Ne- 
groes; whereas the Silk and other Produces which the Truſtees pro- 
poſed to bave the People employed on in Georgia, were ſuch as 
Women and Children might be of as much Ule'in as Negroes. 

It was likewiſe apprehended, that it the Perſons who ſhould 
go over to Georgia at their own Expence, ſhuuld be permitted.

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the Uſe of Negtoes, it would diſpirit and ruin the poor Flanters 
who could not et em, and who by their Numbers were de- 
2550 to be the Strength of the Province; it would make them 
elamorous to have bebe given them; and on the Refuſal, 
would drive them from the Province, or at leaſt make them ne- 
gligent of their Plantations; where they would be unwilling, nay 
would certainly diſdain to work like Negroes; and would ra- 
ther let themſelves out to the wealthy Planters as Overſeers of

It was further thought, That upon the Admiſſion of Negroes 
the wealthy Planters would, as in all other Colonies, be more in- 
duced to abſent themſelves, and live in other Places, leaving

It was likewiſe thought, that the poor Planter ſent on Charity 
from his Deſire to have Negroes, as well as the Planter who ſhould 
ſettle at his own Expence, would (if he had Leave to alienate ) 
mortgage his Land. to the dy 0 Herchant for them, or at leaſt 
become a Debtor for the Purchaſe of ſuch Negroes; and under 
theſe Weights and Diſcouragements would be induced to ſell his 
Slaves again upon any Neceſſity, and would leave the Province 
and his Lot to the Negro Merchant; in Conſequence of which, 
all the ſmall Properties would be ſwallowed. up, as they have been 
in other Places, by the more wealthy Planters.

From theſe ſeveral Conſiderations, as the Produces to be raiſed 
in the Colony did not make Negro Slaves neceſſary, as the In- 
troduction of them ſo near to a Gariſon of the Spaniards would 
weaken rather than ſtrengthen the Barrier, and as they would 
introduce with them a greater Propenſity to Idleneſs among the 
Door Planters, and too great an Inequality among the People, 
it was thought proper to make the Prohibition of them a Funda-

When the Truſtees had made theſe Diſpoſitions, and were 
enabled by Benefactions from ſeveral private Perſons, on the 3d 
of October 1732. it was reſolved to ſend over One hundred and 
Fourteen Perſons, Men, Women and Children; being ſuch as 
were in decayed Circumſtances, and thereby diſabled from fol- 
lowing iny Buſineſs in England; and who, if in Debt, had Love 
rom

ſrom their Creditors to go, and ſuch as were recommended by 
the Miniſter, Church - Wardens, and Overſeers of their reſpective 
Pariſhes. And James Ogiet borpe, Eſq; one the Truſtees, went 
with them at his own Expence to ſettle them. | 
On the 24th of the ſame Month the People were all ex- 
amined, whether any of them had any Objections to the Terms 


and Conditions to them; which they all declared they 


had not, but that they were fully ſatisfied with them; and exe- 
cured Articles under their Hands and Seals, teſtifying their Con- 
ſents thereto ; which are now in the publick Office belonging to 
the Truſtees. 1 25 | | ; 
But Four of them defiring, that their Daughters might inherit 
as well as Sons, and that the Widow's Dower might be conſider- 
ed; the Truſtees immediately reſolved, That every Perſon who 
ſhould defire the fame, ſhould have the Privilege of naming a 
Succeflor to the Lands granted to them; who, in caſe the Poſſeſ- 
fors ſhould die without Iſſue Male, ſhould hold the fame to them 
and their Heirs Male for ever; and that the Widows ſhould 
have their Thirds as in England: With which Reſolutions the 
People being all acquainted, were very well fatisfied, 

"The Truſtees prepared Forms of Government, agrecable to 
the Powers given 'them by rhe Charter ; they eſtabliſhed under 
their Seal a Court of Judicature for trying Caufes, as well Cri- 
minal as Civil, in the Town of Savannah, (the Name which was 
given to the firſt Town to be raiſed) by the Name and Style of 
The Town Court; they alſo appointed Magiſtrates there, v/z. three 
Bailiffs and a Recorder, and inferior Officers, vig. Two Conſtables, 
and Two Tything-men : They choſe for Magiſtrates ſuch as ap- 
peared to them the moſt prudent and diſcreet ; but amongſt a 
Number of People, who were all upon a Level at their firſt ſetting 
out, it was impoſſible to make any Choice or Diſtinction, which 
would not create ſome future Uneaſineſs among them, 

On the 16th of November 1732. when the One hundred and 
Fourteen Perſons, and with them the Reverend Mr. Herbert, a 
Clergyman of the Church of England, and a Man from Pied- 
mont, (engaged by the Truſtees to inſtruct the People in the Art 
of winding Silk) embarked on board the Ship Ann, Captain 
Thomas, ſeveral of the Truſtees went to Greveſeng, called over 
the People, and made a ſtrit- Inquiry into their Accommoda- 
tions and Proviſions, and left the People very well ſatisfied. Soon 
after Fifteen more Perſons were ſent, Eleven of whom were 
Sawyers, in order to aſſiſt the People in building their Houſes. 
At the Time of the Embarkation Five thouſand Acres of 
Land were granted to Three of the Coloniſts, in Truſt for 
them, or the Survivors or Survivor of them, to make Grants,

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from time to time to every Man of 'Twenty-one Years of Age; 
or upwards; (who ſhould arrive in Geurgia, and deſite the ſame)

The Common Council of the Truſtees (in whom by the Char-

Meeting, that the Bank of England ſhould be defired. to keep all 
the Money belonging to the, Truſt ; which the Bank accepted, 


and have continued ſo to do, paying no Sums but by Draughts 
ſigned by Five of the Common Council. | | 


The Truſtees deſired, : by a Letter, Sit Thomas. Lombe's Senti- 
ments of the Goodneſs of the Raw Silk produced in Caroline, and, 
the proper Methods of carrying on that Undertaking with Suc- 
ceſs ; on which they received“ from Sir Thomas Lombe great 
Encouragement to proceed in it, by his Approbation of the Silk

Gave you an Account, in my laſt, of our Arrival at Charles. 
1 Town ; the Governor and Aſſembly have given us all poſſible 

Encouragement. Our People arrived at Beaufort on the 2oth 
of January, where I lodged them in fome new Barracks built for 
the Soldiers, whilit I went myſelf to view the Savannah River. 
I fixed upon a healthy Situation, about Ten Miles from the Sea. 
The River here forms an Half-moon, along the ' South-fide of 
which the Banks are about-Forty Feet high, and on the Top a 
Flat, which they call a Bluff. The plain High ground extends 
into the Country Five or Six Miles, and along the River ſide about 
a Mile. Ships that draw Twelve Feet Water can ride within 
Ten Yards of the Bank. Upon the River-fide, in the Centre of 
this Plain, I have laid out the Town, oppoſite ro which is an 
Iſland of very rich Paſturage, which I chink ſhould be kept for 
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the Truſtees Cattle. The River is pretty wide, the Water freſh, 
and from the Key of the Town you ſee its whole Courſe to the 
Sea, with the Iſland of Höbee, which forms the Mouth of the 
River; for about Six Miles up into the Country. The Lands kip 
is very agree able, the Stream being wide, and bordered with high 
Woods on both Sides. The whole People arrived here on the 
Firſt of February; at Night theit Tents were got up. Till the: 
7th we were taken up in unloading and making a Crane, which 
I then could not get finiſhed, ſo took off the Hands, and ſet ſome 
to the Fortification, and began to fell the Woods. I have mark- 
ed out the Town and Common; half of the former is already 
cleared, and the firſt Houſe was begun Veſterday in the After- 
noon. A little Indian Nation, the only one within Fifty Miles, 
is not only at Amity, but deſirous to be Subjects to his Majeſty 
King George, to have Lands given them among us, and to breed 
their Children at our Schools. Their Chief and his beloved Man, 
who is the Second Man in the Nation, deſire to be inſtructed in

moſities between the Engh/ſh and Indians, which had frequently 
ended in Wars between them, prejudicial to both. 
The Truſtees, having conſidered of their Requeſt, and being 
informed, that the Council and Aſſembly of South Carolina had 
_—_w an Act the 2oth of Auguſt 1731. intituled, An AZ for the 

etter Regulation of the Indian Trade, and for appointing a Commiſ- 

froner for that Purpoſe with Regulations, which the Truſtees hoped 
might be effectual in Georgia, prepared an Act, intituled, An 
Aci for maintaining the Peace with the Indians in the Province of 
Georgia, with the ſame Regulations and Proviſions as were in the 
Carolina A# ; which Act ceaſed to be of Force in Georgia, ſince 
it was erected into a diſtin independent Province, not ſubject to 
the Laws of Carolina. 1 85 

The Truſtees, receiving frequent Informations from the Colony, 
of the pernicious Effects of drinking Rum, and other ſpirituous 
Liquors, by not only creating Diſorders among the Indians, (who 
had been plentifully ſupplied with it by the Traders) but alſo de- 
ſtroying many of the, Engliſb, and throwing the People into vari- 
ous Diſtempers, prepared an Act, intituled, An Adi to prevent 
the Importation and Uſe of Rum and Brandies in the Province of 
Georgia, or any kind of Spirits or Strong-waters whatſoever. At | 
the ſame time they endeavoured to ſupply the Stores with Strong- | 
beer from England, Melaſſes for brewing Beer, and with Madeira 
Wines, which the People might purchaſe at reaſonable Rates, and 
. which would be more refreſhing and wholeſome for them. The 
by Magiſtrates of the Town of Savannah were likewiſe impowered 
1 to grant Licences to private Perſons for retailing Beer, Ale, &c. ] 
and the Truſtees have great Reaſon to believe, that the remarka- | 
ble Healthineſs of Ebenezer in the Northern Part, and Frederica | 
in the Southern Part of Georgia, is very much owing to the Pro- | 
hibition of the Uſe of Rum; for in thoſe Parts where Rum, in | 
Defiance of the Act, has been introduced, the People have not in 
general been ſo healthy and vigorous. 

At the ſame time the Truſtees, taking into Conſideration the 
many Inconveniencies which would attend the Introduction of, Ne- 
groes 1n a Frontier, for the ſeveral Reaſons before ſpecified, pre- 
pared an Act for rendering the Colony of Georgia more defenfſi- 


ble, by prohibiting the Importation and Uſe of Black Slaves or 
Negroes into the ſame. .

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Theſe Thiee Acts were laid before the King in Council, in the 
Month of January 1734. and after a Report from the Lords 
Commiſſioners for Trade and Plantations to the Committee of 
Council, that they were proper to receive his Majeſty's Royal 
Approbation, they were ratified by his Majeſty in Council. 

Tho' the Lands granted by the Truftees were to revert to them 
on the Failure of Iſſue Male, in order to be regranted for keep- 
ing up a Number of Men; yet the Truſtees, as Guardians of the 
People, when any ſuch Failure happened, reſolved, that the Va- 
lue of the Improvements upon the Lands of the late Occupiers, 
ſhould be ſettled and paid to or for the Benefit of the Female Iſ- 
ſue, or next Relation: And the Firſt Inſtance of ſuch a Failure 
being on the Death of one Mr. De Ferron, the Value of the Im- 
provements he had made on his Eſtate, was, on the 5th of Fe- 
bruary 1734. ordered and paid for the Uſe of his Daughter in 
England, who, being deſtitute, would have been abſolutely unable 
to proceed in the Cultivation of her Father's Lot. | 

Two Embarkations were made this Year, whoſe Numbers are 
hereafrer-mentioned, which conſiſted chiefly of Saltzburghers, 
who, with the Saltsburgbers that went before, were ſettled in a 
Town called by them Ebenezer, upon the River Savannah, at 
ſome Diſtance above the Town, and by the Sobriety and Induſtry 
of the People, they prove a very thriving Settlement. |

The Parliament having in the Year 1735. granted Twenty- 
fix thouſand Pounds for the further ſettling and ſecuring the 
Colony of Georgia, the Truſtees thought it prudent to ſtrengthen 
the Southern Part of the Province, by making a Settlement on 
the Alatamaba River, to which they were ſtrongly induced, by 
a + Memorial ſent to his Majeſty from the Governor and Aſſem- 
bly of South Carolina, dated the gth of April 1734. wherein, after 
thanking his Majeſty for his peculiar Favour and Protection, and 
eſpecially for his moſt benign Care, ſo wiſely calculated for the 
Preſervation of South Carolina, by his Royal Charter to the 
Truſtees for eſtabliſhing the Colony of Georgia, and after repre- 
ſenting the Practices of the French to ſeduce the Indians in Amity 
with South Carolina, the Attention of the French to the Improve- 
ment of their Settlements, and their late Inlargement of them 
nearer to Carolina; the defenceleſs Condition of their Province, 
and the Danger of the Inhabitants from their own Negroes, and

In the Month of January 1735. the Highlanders arrived in 
Georgia (and with them ſeveral of the lame Country, as Servants 
to private Grantees). They were ſettled on the Hlatamaba River, 
about Sixteen Miles diſtant by Water from the Iſland Sr. Simon's 

which is at the Mouth of the River). They ſoon raiſed convenient 
uts, till their Houſes could be built; and the Town, at their 
own Deſire, was called Darien; which Name ſtill remains to that 
Diſtrict, but the Town is fince named by them New Inverneſs. 
On the 6th of February 1735. the Embarkation, under the 
Conduct of Mr. Oglethorpe, arrived in Georgia; they were ſettled 
upon St. Simon's Iſland ; the Town called Frederica was ſoon 
laid out, and the People were ſet to work in building their Houſes, 
The Creek Indians, who. went thither upon occaſion of this new 
Settlement, agreed, That the Engliſb ſhould poſſeſs St. Simon's 
1 Iſland, with the others contiguous to it.

About Ten M iles from Frederica a hes Battery 1 is baile. com- 
manding the Entrance into the Sound, where Ten or Twelve 
Forty- gun Ships may ſafely ride, there being ſufficient Water on 
the Bar called Jekyll! for ſuch Ships to go over, which Bar lies in 
30 d. 40 m. and behind Tekyll Iſland there is Water, and Room 
enough for Shipping for Ten Miles up. The Battery! is incloſed 
within a ſtrong Wall, and has a Guard-houſe within the Wall 
capable of holding Twenty-four Men. 

Another Fort was built on the South- weſt Part of the Hand 
F St. Peter's, (now called Cumberland) which lies in 30 d. 30 m. 
under which Fort, on which are mounted ſeveral Pieces of Ord- 
nance, pointed towards the River, all Sloops and Boats in the 
Inland Paſſage to this Iſland muſt come. Within the Paliſade 
round the Fort, there are fine Springs of Water; and there is a 
well-framed Timber Log-houſe, Thirty Feet by Eighteen, with 
a Magazine under it, both for Ammunition and Proviſions.

As theſe Precautions were taken for the Southern Part of the 
Province, Directions were given for a Fort to be built for the

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any Invaſion by Land. This vras at a Place called Augufia, which 
has proved a very thriving Town, it being now the chief Place 
of Trade with the Indiam, and where the Traders from both 
Provinces of Sauth Carolina and Georgia reſort, from the Security 
which they: find there. Auguſia is about TwWo hundred and 
Thirty Miles by Water from the Town of Savannal, and large 
Boats, which carry about Nine thoufand Pounds Weight of Deer- 
skins, can navigate down the River Sauannal. Fhe Town which 
ſtands upon a high Ground, near the River, is well inhabited, 
and has ſeveral Ware-houſes in it, furniſhed; with Goods for the 
Indian Trade. A Road has been likewiſe made, ſo that Horſe- 
men can now: ride from this Town ta Severe, as likewiſe to 
the Cherokee Indians, who are ſituated above the Town of Auguſta, 
and trade with iti. A Gariſon has been kept in this Fort, at the 
Truftees Expence, till the Arrival of the Regiment his Majeſty 
ſince ordered for the Defence of the Colony. 

Whilſt thefe Pifpofitions were making for the Safety of the 
Province, the Parliament gave Ten thouſand Pounds this Vear 
for the furthet ſettling and ſecur ing the Culony; but as the Ex- 

nces of the Forts, and the Supplies which were ſent for the 
Deut the Colony, were very great; and as many of che 
People in the Northern Part of the Province were as yet unable 
to ſubſiſt themſelves, and out of Compaſſion to them and their

In the Beginning of the Year 1737. the Spaniards at Auguſtine 
made rations for attacking the Colony of Georgia.

The Licutenant Governor of South Carolina informed: the Ma- 
iſtrates of Savannah of theſe Preparations.

From the 9th of June 1739. to the gth of June 1740: 


AT the Time that ſome of the People of Savannab were ſo cla- 
morous for Negroes, (for Seventy-five Land and Freeholders, 
of whom Fifty-rwo were Freeholders, did not apply for them) 
the Province of South Carolina was under frequent Alarms upon 
account of the Negroes there. They had Intelligence, that a 
Conſpiracy was formed by the Negroes in Carolina to riſe, and 
forcibly make their Way out of the Province, to put them- 
ſelves under the Protection of the Spaniards ; who had proclaim- 
ed Freedom to all who ſhould run to them from their Owners. 
That this Conſpiracy was diſcovered at Winyaw, the moſt Nor- 
thern Part of that Province, from whence, as the Negroes muſt 
bend their Courſe, it argued that the other Parts of the Province 
muſt be privy to it, and that the Riſing was to be univerſal. 


 Whereupon the whole Province was upon their Guard ; the 


Number of Negroes in South Carolina being computed to be about 
Forty thouſand, and the Number of White Men, at moſt, nor 
above Five thouſand. As ſeveral Negroes, who were employed in 
Pettiauguas, and other like Craft, (which they carried off with 
chem) had taken the Benefit of the Spaniards Proclamation, and 
gone to Auguſtine, the Government of South Carolina ſent a ſo- 
lemn Deputation to demand their Slaves. This Deputation con- 
ſiſted of Mr. Braithwaite, a Member of the Council, Mr. Rut- 
lidge, one of the Aſſembly, and Mr. Amzan, Clerk of the Aſſem- 
bly ; bur the Governor of Auguſtine, tho' in Time of profound 
Peace, peremptorily refuſed to deliver them up, and declared he 
had Orders to receive all ſuch as ſhould come thither, and protect 
them. | 

Upon this, and the Petitions which were ſent from the High- 
landers at Darien, and the Saltzburghers at Ebenezer, repreſenting 
the Danger and Inconvenience of the Introduction of Negroes, 
the Truſtees ſent, under their Seal, an * Anſwer to the Repre- 
fentation from ſome of the Inhabitants of Savannah. | 
Among the Perſons to whom Grants of Lands were made in 
order to their ſettling at their own Expence in the Colony, ſome 
never went over; others were Gentlemen of Carolina; who neg- 
lected ro take up their Lands, or even defire to have them laid 
out; and others, who quitted their Plantations, and went to reſide 
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at Savannab as Shopkeepers: One Man in particular, an Apothe- 


cary Surgeon, from the Beginning, neglected his Grant, and 


followed his Practice in the Town; another quitted his Plantation, 
and bèetook himſelf to ſelling of Rum: To theſe Two, almoſt 
all the Town of Savannah were indebted for Phyſick or Rum; 
and they firſt raiſed; the Clamour, that Lands might be _ 
able, and Negroes. admitted, which would have made ther 
Poſſeſſors of the chief Part of the Lots. To theſe ſome 
others, who had gone at their own Expence, and had em- 
ployed their covenanted Servants on their Plantations, joined 
themſelves, taking their Servants from their Labour, and 
letting them out to Hire in the Town, for the ſake of an 
immediate Profit, on which they lived in an idle and riotous 
manner; and even at the Time when their Servants were 
taken off from their proper Labour in their Plantations, they 
fomented the Clamour for Negroes, in order to carry them 
on. The Spirit of Idleneſs, which was very early introduced 
in the Town, many of the People were too ready to follow. 
Conſtant, Clubs have been held, and Horſe- races kept up by 
them, to amuſe and divert the People from their Labour; and 
Delinquents (who have inſulted the Laws, even in the Courtg 
of Juſtice, and declared they would do their utmoſt to deſtroy 
the Colony) have, when committed to Priſon, been abetted 
and ſupported by them. By theſe the before- mentioned Re- 
preſentation was formed, and many of the People by their 
own Inclination to Idleneſs, by the Power which the others 
had over them as Creditors, and by Hopes being given them, 
that if they ſtuck together, the Truſtees muſt grant them 
Negroes, or ſee the Colony abandoned, were thus drawn in 
to ſign the ſame; in which they in a manner demanded 
the Permiſſion of Negroes, and an Alteration of their Te- 
nures. 

The Truſtees, to make all the People as eaſy and con- 
tented as they could, publiſhed an Advertiſement in the Lon- 
don Gazette, the 8th of September 1739. and other Papers, 
which was continued for ſeveral Days; and ordered it to be 
publiſhed in the South Carolina Gazette, that they had reſolved 
to inlarge. their Grants on Failure of Iſſue Male, and to make 
a certain, Provifion for the Widows of , the Grantees, in the 
following manner; v/z.

The Truſtees directed in the Adretiieawnd, chat hols who 
intended to have the Benefit given them, ſhould enter their 
reſpective Claims, in order that proper Grants and Convey- 
ances in the Law might be forchwith prepared and executed 
for that Purpoſe ; and that no Fee or Reward was to be taken 
for the entering of any ſuch Claim, directly or indirectly, by 
any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever.” * 

In the Month of Auguſt 1739. the Truſtees: received Ad- 
vice ftom General Oglethorpe, that he had frequent Intelli- 
gence of the Spaniards endeavouring to bribe the Indians, and 
particularly the Cree Nation, into a Rupture with the Engliſh; 
which niade it neceffary for him to go to the General Af- 
ſembly of the Indian Nati at the Coweta-tmon, about Five 
hundted Miles diſtant from © Frederica, in order to preventfuch 
Deſigns and Seditions ' amongſt them; and that he had been 
obliged to buy. Horſes, and Prefents'to carry up to this Meet- 
ing, "there the Choctaus (who:ate upon the Frontiers between 
the Engliſb and French Settlements) and the Chickeſaws were to 
ſend their Deputies. 

This Journey of General Oglethorpe's has ſince appeared to 
be of great Service to the Publick ; for on the 26th of Auguſt 
1739. Mr. Stephens received an. Exproſs from Colonel Bull, 
Lieutenant Governor of South Carolina, that he had Intelligence 
from Lieutenant Governor Clarke of New York, concerning the 
French matching from Mont Reall, near Quebeck, with a Body 
of about Two hundred regular Troops, and Five hundred 


Indians, who were to be reinforced by French and Indians in 
their Journey : That this Army. was deligned againſt the Indians 


in Friendſhip with his Britannick Majeſty's Subſet of Carolina 
and Georgia, who are. fituated near fome Branches of the 
Mi ſippi River. Colonel Bull added,” that he ſhould immedi- 
ately diſpatch an Expreſs to the Creek Nations, with Advice 
to General Oglethorpe of the Contents of. Lieutenant Governor 
Clarke's Letter; and that it was necęſſary, that both the Pro- 
vinces of Carolina and Georgia ſhould be on their Guard; 
though if the Creek Indians ſhould prove true, the Danger 
would not be great. General Le by his Treaties with the

Indians in this Journey, has confirmed them in the Britiſb In- 
tereſt, and made a new Treaty with chem; whereby their 
former Conceflion of Lands to Great Britain was confirmed and 

A Parcel of Raw Silk was brought this Year from Georgia 
by one Mr. Samuel Augſpourguer, who made an Affidavit be- 
fore a Maſter in Chancery, that he received it from the Hands 
of Mr. Thomas Jones, the Truſtees Store-keeper at Savannah, 
who told him it was the Produce of Georgia; and the ſaid 
Samuel Augſpourguer, who reſided in the Southern Part of the 
Province, ad, That, when at Savannab, he ſaw the Italian Fa- 
mily thete winding off Silk from the Coquons. 

The Silk was ſhewed at the Truſtees Office to Mr. John 
Zachary, an eminent Raw Silk Merchant, and Mr. Booth, one 
of the greateſt Silk Weavers in England, who declared it was 
as fine as any Italian Silk, and that it was worth, at leaſt 
Twenty Shillings a Pound. | 
This Mr. Samuel Aug ſpourguer, who joined the Colony in 
the Beginning of the Year 1736. left it in July 1739. with 
Two Men Servants, and their Children, on his Plantation ; and 
came over to obtain a Grant of Five hundred Acres of Land, 
and to get ſome of his awn Countrymen from the Canton of 
Bearn in Switzerland, to go with him as Servants, on his Re- 
turn to Geargia, in order to proceed more effectually in the 
Cultivation of his Lands.

Tenures, by which the Daughter of a Grantee, or any other 
Perion, was made capable of enjoying, by Deviſe or Inheritance, 
any Quantity of Lands which did not increaſe her or his Poſ- 
ſeſſion, to more than Two thouſand Acres. 

A Licence was likewiſe granted for all the preſent Poſſeſſors of 
Land in Georgia, to make Leaſes of any Part of their Lots, for 
any Term not exceeding Three Years, to any Perſon refiding 
in Georgia, and who ſhould reſide there during the Term of 
ſuch Leaſe.

By an Account received from the Secretary in the Province,

Carolina and London Gazettes. 

That on the Fifteenth of the ſame Month, as many or 
more appeared in the ſaid Town-court on the ſame Occaſion ; 
and that on the Twenty-ſeventh' of the ſame Month, divers 
more delivered in their Claims likewiſe. | 


The Truſtees are informed by their Secretary in the Pro- 


- vince, That in purſuance of their Orders, he had juſt finiſhed 


an authenticated Account of the State of the Colony, with 
reſpect to the Number of Inhabitants in the ſeveral Towns 
and Villages; the Number of Houſes, and the Settlements 
made ; the Progreſs which the ſeveral People had made in the 
Cultivation of their Lands, and their Ability or Inability to 
ſupport themſelves; and in any Caſe where the laſt appeared, 
the Reaſons of it; the Proportions of the different Sorts of 
Soil, as near as could be computed ; and an Account of the 
ſeveral Produces, which, by Experience or Appearance, could 
And the Truſtees are in daily 
Expectation of receiving from him the faid Account. But

The Town of Savannah is about Ten Miles up the River 
Savannah ; there are (beſides Warehouſes and Huts) at leaſt

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the fake of Air, and to prevent the ſpreading of any Fits, 
are built at ſome Diſtance from each other, they make ſeveral 

ſpacions Squates and wide Streets. There is a regular Ma- 
giſtracy ſettled in the Town, which the Treftees are obliged 
to be at the Expence of ſupporting, till the Colony arrives 
at ſufficient Strength to do it, There are in the Town a 
Court-Rouſe, a Store-houſe, a Gaol, a Houſe for the Truſt- 
Servants, a Wharf, a Guard-houſe, and fome other publick 
Buildingsz a Church is at preſent building, and a Clergyman 
is ſettled there. The Town is excellently ſituated for Trade, 
the Navigation of the River being very ſecure ;z and Ships of 
Three hundred Tons can lie within. Six Yards of the Town, 
and the Worm does not eat into them. | 5 
About Four Miles from Savamab, inland from the River, 
are the Two Villages Highgate and Hampſtead, which lie at 
about a Mile diſtant from each: The People ſettled there apply 
themſelves chiefly to Gardening, and ſupply the Town of 
Savannah with Quantities of Greens and Garden: ſtuff. 

By the Account of Mr. Thomas Stephens, who, at his Father's 
Requeſt, was ſent over to aſſiſt him in his Bufineſs of Secre- 
tary in the Province, and continued with him there ſome 
ſhort time, he ſtates, That there are Twenty Plantations; within 
Twenty Miles round Savannab, which have each of them 
from Five to Thirty Acres of Land cleared. | 
About Fifteen. Miles from Savannah, is a Village called 
Abercorn; about Twenty Miles further up the River, is the 
Town of Ebenezer, where the Saltzburghers are ſettled, with Two 
Miniſters; One of whom computed, That the Number of his 
Congregation, in June 1738. confifted of One hundred and 
Forty-fix. Therefore as the Infants could not be reckoned in 
the Computation, and as Seven more have ſince been ſent 
and ſettled with them, it is believed the Number has been 
increaſed; eſpecially ſince the Town is ſo healthy, that by a 
Letter ſent to the Society for promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, 
by the Reverend Mr. Bolzius, one of the Miniſters at Ebenezer, 
dated the 26th of June 1740. he declared, That in a Year's 
Time one Perſon only had died, which was a Child of Four 
Years old. The People are induſtrious and ſober ; they raiſe 
not only a ſufficient Quantity of Corn, and other Produces, 
for theit own Subſiſtence, but they ſell great Quantities to 
thoſe at Savannah, who have not been ſo careful of their 
Plantations ; they have great Herds of Cattle, and are in fe 
thriving a Condition, that not ene Perſon has abandoned' his 

Settlement, 


One hundred and Thirty Houſes in the Town. As theſe, for 
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Settlement, or ſent over the leaſt Complaint about the Tenures 


or the want of Negroes. On the contraty, they in a Body pe- 


titioned againſt the Uſe of Negroes; and their Miniſters have 
declared, That their ſigning that Petition was a voluntary 
Act: And at their Deſite, another Embarkation of their Coun- 
trymen, who are willing to go from Germany and join them, 
is deſigned to be ſent with all convenient Speed. | 

About Ten Miles from hence, upon a River running into 
Savannah, is a Place called Old Ebenezer, where is a Cow-pen, 
and a great Number of Cattle, for the Uſe of the Publick, 
and for Breeding. nm” | 

At a conſiderable Diſtance from hence is the Town of 
Auguſta, before deſcribed, which, from the great Reſort of 
Traders and Indians, is in a thriving Condition, and is and 
will be a great Protection to both the Provinces of Carolina 
and Georgia, againſt any Deſigns of the French. 

In the Southern Part of the Province is the Town of New 
Inverneſs, upon the River Alatamaba, where the Highlanders 
are ſettled. 


And about Twenty Miles from hence, on the Iſland of 


St. Simon's, near the Sea, is the Town of Frederica, with a 
regular Magiſtracy, as at Savannah, ſupported at the Expence 
of the Truſt: Strong Fortifications round the Town are al- 
moſt finiſhed; and at the South-Eaſt Point of the Iſland are 
Barracks for Three hundred and Thirty Men.. 


There are Settlements on the Iflands of Feky// and Cum- 


berland, which lie at a ſmall Diſtance from each other to the 
Southward of Frederica; and on the laſt, Two Forts are built, 
one of which was deſcribed before, and the other was fniſhed 
in April 1740. upon the South End of the Ifland. It com- 
mands the Inlet of Amelia Sound, is ſtrongly paliſaded with 
Flankers, and is defended by Eight Pieces of Cannon. 

Barracks are built upon this Iſland for Two hundred and 
Twenty Men, with Store-houſes, which were finiſhed in 
October 1738. | 
There are Six Forts in the Province, and a Battery of 
Cannon erected to ſecure the Harbour at Sz. Simon's, under 
which Ships may ſafely lie. | 
The Indians, from the ' Preſents which they bave annually 
received from the Truſtees, and from the Juſtice and Huma- 
nity with which they have been treated, are ſecured in the 
Britiſh Intereſt, notwithſtanding the Arts both of the French 
and the Spaniards to ſeduce them: By this South Carolina has been 
tree from thoſe Wars, in which (as the Preamble to his Majeſty's 
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Charter ſets forth) they had frequently ſuffered, and ſo late 
as in the Year 1715. had been laid almoſt waſte with Fire 
and Sword ; and by the Security which South Carolina received 
by ſuch a Frontier as Georgia is to it, very large Tracts of 
Land have been cultivated in the Southern Part of that Pro- 
vince, which no Perſon would venture to ſertle on before, and 
a great Quantity of Rice raiſed thereon. 

As the People in Georgia, ſent on the Charity, were ſup- 
ported, to enable them to raiſe their own Proviſions, in the 
firſt Place, on the Lands they ſhould clear, and to convert 
the Timber they ſhould cut down in clearing thoſe Lands 
into Lumber, which they might, to their great Advantage, 
export to the Sugar Colonies; and further, to raiſe Silk, Wine 
and Oil, for which the Climate was very proper; it was 
hoped from thence they would gain a comfortable Subſiſtence, 
and be of Service to their Mother-Country in raiſing ſuch 
Produces, which at preſent are purchaſed from Foreigners 
with ready Money. 


Having thus ſtated the Plan laid down for the Truſtees by 
his Majeſty's Charter; the ſeveral Steps taken by them for 
the Execution of that Plan, with their yearly Progreſs therein ; 
the ſeveral Obſtructions from unforeſeen Accidents, which have 
checked that Progreſs, with the preſent Condition of the Co- 
lony, according to the lateſt and moſt authentick Accounts from 
thence ; they ſubmit the Whole to the Wiſdom of this Honour- 
able Houſe, being intirely diſpoſed to follow any Directions 
that ſhall flow from thence : And as they have no other View 
but the Service of their Country, by making this Colony as uſe- 
ful to the Intereſt of Great- Britain, as by its Situation and Cli- 
mate it is capable of being, they heartily wiſh the Truſt in abler 


Hands, that thoſe important Services might not be defeated thro' 
their Inability.

N writing this Anſwer to the Letter, which had the Honour 
to receive from you, dated the 29th Inſtant, wherein you 
deſire to know my Sentiments of an Undertaking to raiſe

is a great Pleaſure ro me, that, from Experiments which I made 
ſome Years ago, I can now, belides my Opinion, give you ſome 

Information concerning that Silk, which may be depended 

ON. 

The Value and Uſefulneſs of the Undertaking will appear, 
as ſoon as we conſider, that all the Silk conſumed in this King- 


dom, is now of foreign Growth and Manufacture, which colts 


the Nation very great Sums of Money yearly to purchaſe; and 
that the raiſing our Supply thereof in his Majeſty's Dominions 
in America, would fave us all that Money, afford Employment 
to many Thouſands of his Majeſty's Subjects, and grearly increaſe 
the Trade and Navigation of Great Britain. 

It appcars to me as beneficial to this Kingdom, attended with 
as little Hazard or Difficulty, as much wanted, and which may 
as ſoon be brought to Perfection in a proper Climate, as any 
Undertaking ſo conſiderable in itſelf, that I ever heard of. I 
therefore think there is a very great Probability of its ſucceeding,

N Tueſday the N 3th lnſtant l went on board, a "ain in 
15 1 Company with Mr. Geor, e Ducat. and Mr. John Ballan- 
tine, with Four Negroes ; and about ro o'Clock we ſet off from 
© Mr.” Lloyd's Bridge for! Georgia, and paſſing by Port Royal. on 
” Wedneſday Night, we arrived, on, Friday Morning, - an Hour 
before Day, at Tammacraw, a Place ſo called by the Indians, 
but now Savannah, in the Colony of Georgia. Some time 
before we came to the Landing, the Centinel challenged us, 
and underſtanding Who we were, admitted us aſhore. This is 
a- very high Bluff, Forty Feet perpendicular, from High-water 
Mark. It lies, according to Captain Gaſcoigne's Obſervations, 
in the Latitude 31: 58, which he took he bee, an Iſland that 
lies at the Mouth of the Savannah River. wy is diſtant from 
Charles. Toum S. W. according to the Courſe and Windings of 
the Rivers and Creeks, about 140 Miles; but, by a direct Courſe, 
77, allowing Suil h Illand to be in the Latitude 32: 47 
from Auguſtine N. E. and by E. about 140 Miles, and by the 
Courſe > the Rivers is diſtant from Fort Moore zoo Miles; but, 
upon a direct Ling, but 115 Miles N. W. and by W. This Bluff 
is diſtant 10 Miles from the Mouth of the Rivers on the South 
Side; and Parrysburgh is 24 Miles above it on the North, and 
is ſo ſituated, that you have a beautiful Proſpect, both up and 
down the River. It is very ſandy and barren, and conſequently 
a wholſome Place for a Town or City. There are on it 130 odd 
Souls; and from the Time they embarqued at London, to the 
Time I left the Place, there died but Two ſucking Children, and 
they at Sea. When they arrived, there was ſtanding on it a 
great Quantity of the beſt Sorts of! Pine, moſt of which is already 
cut down on the Spot where the Town is laid out to be built. 
The Land is barren about a-Mile back, when you come into 
very rich Ground; and on both Sides, within a Quarter of a 
Mile of the Town, is choice good Planting-land. Colonel Ball 
told me, That he had been Seven Miles back, and found it 
extraordinary 200d. 

Mr. O glethorpe is indefatigable; takes a vaſt. deal of Pains ; 
his Fare is but indifferent, having little elſe at preſent, but alt 
Proviſions: He is extremely well beloved by all his People; the 
general Title they give him is Father. If any of them is. ſick,

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he immediately yiſits ther} amd takes great deal of Care of 
them. If any Difference ariſes, he is the Perſon that decides it.

chief King and the Indians informed Mr. Oglethorpe, That the 
King defired* before he died, that he might be buried on the 
Spot where he talked with that great good Man. 

The River Water 1 is yo. good, and Mr. Og /ethorpe has proved 
it ſeveral Ways, and thinks it as good as the River of Thames. 
On Monday the roth, we took our Leave of Mr. Oglethorpe at 
Nine o Clock in the Morni ing, and embarked for Charles-Town ;

down the Rivers, we found the Water perfectly freſh Six Miles 
below the Town, and ſaw Six, or Seven large Sturgeon leap, 
with which Fiſh that River abounds, as alſo with Trent, Perch, 


Cat and Rock Fiſh, &c. and in the Winter Seaſon there is Va-

Settlements and Gariſons near the Appeliaches, ſome of which 
are not Eighty Miles diſtant from the Colony of Georgia. To 
the South-Weſt and Weſt of us the French have already erected 
2 conſiderable Town near Fort Thoulouſe, on the Mov:lle River, 
and ſeveral other Forts and Gariſons, ſome not above Three 
hundred Miles diſtant from our Settlements; and at New Orleans 
on the Miſſiſſippi River, fince her late Majeſty Queen Anne's 
War, they have exceedingly increaſed their Strength and Trat- 
fick, and have now many Forts and Gariſons on both Sides of 


that large River, for ſeveral Hundred Miles i the ſame ; and 


ſince his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has taken out of the Mi//7//ippt 
Company the Government of that Country into his own Hands, 
the French Natives of Canada come daily down in Shoals to 


ſettle all along that River, where many regular Forces have of 


late been ſent over by the King, to ſtrengthen the Gariſons in 
thoſe Places; and, according to our beſt and lateſt Advices, they 
have Five hundred Men in Pay, conſtantly employed as Wood- 


Rangers, to keep their neighbouring Indiuns in SubjeQion, and 
to prevent the diſtant ones from diſturbing their Settlements ; 


which Management of the French has ſo well ſucceeded, that, 


we are very well aſſured, they have wholly now in their Poſſeſ- 


ſion, and under their Influence, the ſeveral numerous Nations 
of Indians that are ſituate near the Miſſiſippi River, One of 
which, called the Chofaws, by Eſtimation, conſiſts of about 
Five thouſand fighting Men, and who were always decmed. a 
very. warlike Nation, lies on this Side the River, not above 
Four hundred Miles diſtant from our Out ſettlements, among 
whom, as well as ſeveral other Nations of Indians, many French 
Europeans have been ſent to ſettle, whom the Prieſts and Miffi- 


onaries among them encourage to take Indian Wives, and ufe 
divers other alluring Methods to attach the Indians the better to 


the French Alliance; by which Means the French are become 
thtoughly acquainted with the Indian Way, Warring, and Liv- 
ing in the Woods, and have now a great Number of White 
Men among them, able to perform a long March, with an Army 
of Indians, upon any Expedition. | 

We further beg Leave to inform your Majeſty, That if the 
Meaſures of France ſhould provoke your Majeſty to a State of 
Hoſtility againſt it in Europe, we have great Reaſon to expect 
| an 
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an Invaſion will be' here made upon your, Majeſty's. Subjects by 
the French and the Indians from the Miſſiſſippi Settlements. 
They have already paved a Way for a Deſign of that Nature, by 
erecting a Fort, called the Albama Fort, alias Fort Lewis, in the 
Middle of the Upper Creek Indians, upon'a navigable River lead- 
ing to Moville,which they have kept well gariſoned, and mounted 
with Fourteen: Pieces of Cannon, and have lately been prevented 
from ereQting a Second nearer to us in that Quarter. The-Creeks 
are a Nation very bold, active and daring, conſiſting of about 
Thirtcen hundred. fighting Men, (and not above One hundred 
and Fifty Miles. diſtant from the ChoFaws) whom tho' we here- 
tofore have traded with, claimed, and held in our Alliance, yet 
the French, o n account of that Fort, and a ſuperior Ability to 
make them liberal Preſents, have been for ſome time ſtriving to 
gain them over to their Intereſt, and have ſucceeded with ſome 
of the Towns of, the Creeks'; which, if they can be ſecured in 
your Majeſly's Intereſt, axe the only Nation which your Majeſty's 
Subjects here can depend upon as their beſt Barrier againſt any 
Artewpts,: either of the French, or their confederate Indians. 
We moſt humbly pray. Leave further to inform your Majefty, 
That the French at Moville perceiving, that they could not gain 
the Indians to their Intereſt, without buying their Deer skins, 
(which is the only Commodity the Indians have to purchaſe Ne- 
ceſſaries with) and the French not being able to diſpoſe of thoſe 1 
skins, by. reaſon: of their having no Vend for them in Old France, =: 
they have found Means to encourage Veſſels from hence; New = 
orb, and other Places, (which are not prohibited by the Acts of 
Trade) to truck thoſe Skins with them for Indian trading Goods, 
eſpecially. the Britiſh Woollen Manufactures, which the French 9 
diſpoſe of to the Creeks and Chofaws, and other their Indians; = 
by which means the Iadians are much more alienated from our 1 
. and on every. Occaſion object to us, that the French 9 
can ſupply them with Strouds and Blankets, as well as the Eng- 
liſb; which would have the contrary Effect, if they were wholly 
furniſhed with thoſe Commodities by your Majeſty's. Subjects 
trading among them. If a Stop were therefore put to that per- 
nicious Trade with the French, the Creek Indians chief Depend- 
ence would be on this Government, and that of Georgia, to 
ſupply them with thoſe Goods; by which means great Part of 
the Chotaws living next the Creeks, would ſee the Advantage 
the Creek Indians enjoyed by having Britiſh Woollen Manu- 
factures wholly from your Majeſty's Subjects, and thereby be 
invited in a ſhort time to enter into a Treaty of Commerce 
with us, which they have lately made ſome Offers for, and 
which, if effected, will ſoon leſſen the Intereſt of the French

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with theſe Indians, and by Degrees attach them to that of your

The only Expedient we can propoſe to recover and confirm 
that Nation to your Majeſty's Intereſt, is by ſpeedily making 
them _ Preſents, to withdraw them from the French Alli- 
ance; and by building ſome Forts among them, your Majeſty 
maybe put into ſuch a Situation, that, on the firſt Notice of Hoſti- 
lities with the French, your Majeſty may be able to reduce at 
once the Albama Fort, and we may then ſtand againſt the French 
and their Indians, which if not timely prepared for, before a 
War breaks out, we have too much Reaſon to fear, we ma 
be ſoon over-run by the united Strength of the French, the 
Creeks, and Chottaws, with many other Nations of their Indian 
Allies; for, ſhould the Creeks become wholly Enemies, who 
are well acquainted with all our Settlements, we probably ſhould 
alſo ſoon be deſerted by the Cherokees, and 'a few 'other ſmall 
Tribes of Indians, who, for the ſake of our Booty, would rea- 
dily join to make us a Prey to the French and Savages. Ever 
ſince the late Indian War, the Offences given us then by the 
Creeks have made that Nation very jealous of your Majeſty's Sub- 
jects of this Province. We have therefore concerted Meaſures | 
with the Honourable James Oglethorpe, Eſq; who, being at the 
Head of a new Colony, will (we hope) be ſucceſsful for your 
Majeſty's Intereſt among that People. He has already, by Pre- 
ſents, attached the Lower Creeks to the Service of your Majeſty, 
and has laudably undertaken to endeavour the fixing a Gariſon 
among the Upper Creeks, the Expence of which is already in 
Part provided for in this Seſſion of the General Aſſembly of this 
Province: We hope therefore to prevent the French from en- 
croaching farther on your Majeſty's Territories, until your Ma- 
jeſty is graciouſly pleaſed further to ſtrengthen and ſecure the 
ſame. ,.. | CER Bode | 

We find the Cherokee Nation has lately become very inſolent 
to your Majeſty's Subjects trading among them, notwithſtanding 
the many Favours which the Chiefs of that Nation received 
from your Majeſty in Great Britain, beſides a conſiderable Ex- 
pence which your Majeſty's Subjects of this Province have been 
at in making them Preſents; which inclines us to believe, that 
the French, by their Indians, have been tampering with them: 
We therefore beg Leave to inform your Majeſty, that the build- 
ing and mounting ſome Forts alſo among the Cherokees, and 
making them Ptreſcnts, will be highly neceſſary to keep them 
ſteady in their Duty to your Majeſty, leſt the French may pre- 
vail in ſeducing that Nation, which they may the more readily 
be inclined to, from the Proſpect of getting conſiderable Plunder

in Slaves, Cattle and Commodities, which, they very well know, 
they have among us. Several other Forts will be indiſpenſably 
neceſſary, to be a Cover to your Majeſty's Subſects ſettled back- 


wards in this Province, as alſo to thofe of the Colony of Georgia, 
both which in Length are very extenſive ; for tho the Truftees 
for eſtabliſhing the Colony of Georgia, by a particular Scheme 
of good Management; painfully conducted by the Gentleman 
engaged here: in that charitable. Enterprize, have put that ſmall 
Part of the Colony, which he has not yet been able to eftablifh, 
in a tenable Condition againſt the Spaniards of Florida, which 
lie to the Southward, yet the back Expoſition of thoſe Colonies 
to the vaſt Number of French and Indians, which border on 


the Weſtward, muſt, in caſe of a War, cry greatly aloud for your 
Majeſty's gracious and timely Succour. The Expence of our 


Safety on ſuch an Occaſion, we muſt, in all Humility, acquaint 
your Majeſty,. either for Men or Money, can never be effected 
by your Majeſty's Subjects of this Province, who, in Conjunction 


with Georgia, do not, in the Whole, amount to more than Three 


thouſand Five hundred Men that compoſe the Militia, and wholly 
conſiſt of Planters, Traders, and other Men in Buſineſs. | 


Beſides the many Dangers, - which, by Land, we are expoſed 
to from ſo many Enemies that lie on the Back of us, we further 
beg Leave to repreſent to your Majeſty the defenceleſs Condition 


of our Ports and Harbours, where any Enemies of your Majeſty's 
Dominions may very eaſily by Sea invade us, there being no 


Fortifications capable of making much Reſiſtance. Thoſe in 
Chartes-Town Harbour are now in a very ruinous Condition, 


occaſioned by late violent Storms and Hurricanes, which already 
coſt this Country a great deal of Money, and now require feve- 
ral Thouſands of Pounds to repair the old, and build new ones; 
to mount the Ordnance which your Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed 


to ſend us, which, with great Concern, we muſt inform your 


Majeſty, we have not yet been able to accompliſh, being lately 


obliged, for the Defence and Support of this your Majeſty's Pro- 


vince and Government, to raiſe, by a Tax on the Inhabirants, 
a Supply of aboye Forty thouſand Pounds Paper Currency per 
 Annum, which is a conſiderable deal more than a third Part of 
all the Currency among us; a Charge which your Majeſty's Sub- 
jets of this Province are but barely able to ſuſtain. Since your 
Majeſty's Royal Inſtruction to your Majeſty's Governor here, an 
intire Stop has been put to the Duties which before accrued from 
European Goods imported; and if a War ſhould happen, or any 
thing extraordinary to be further expenſive here, we ſhould be 
under the utmoſt Difficulties to provide additionally for the ſame, 


left an Increaſe of Taxes, with an Apprehenſion of Danger, 
ſhould 
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ſhould drive away many of our. preſent Inhabitants, as well as 
difcourage others from coming here to ſettle, for the Defence and 
Improvement of your Majcſty's Province, there being ſeveral 
daily moving, with their Families and Effects, ro North Caro 
la, whete there are no ſuch Fears and Burdens. By 
We muſt further beg Leave to inform your Majeſty, That 
amidſt our other perillous Circumſtances, we are ſubject to many 
inteſtine Dangers from the great Number of Negroes that are 
now among us, who amount at leaſt to Twenty-two thouſand 
Perſons, and are Three to One of all your Majeſty's White Sub- 
jets in this Province. InſurreQtions againſt us have been often 
attempted, and would at any time prove very fatal, if the French 
ſhould inſtigate them, by artfully giving them an Expectation of 
Freedom, In ſuch a Situation, we moſt humbly crave leave to 
acquaint your Majeſty, that even the preſent ordinary Expences 
neceffary for the Care and Support of this your Majeſty's Pro- 
vince and Government cannot be provided for by your Majeſty's 


Subjects of this Province, without your Majeſty's gracious Plea- 


ſure to continue thoſe Laws for Eſtabliſhing the Negroes, and 
other Duties, for Seven Years, and for appropriating the ſame, 
which now lie before your Majeſty for your Royal Aſſent and 
Approbation ; and the further Expences that will be requiſite for 
the erecting ſome Forts, and eſtabliſhing Gariſons in the ſeveral 
neceſſary Places, fo as to form a Barrier for the Security of this 
„„ we moſt humbly ſubmit to your Ma- 

Your Majeſty's Subjects of this Province, with Fulneſs of Zeal, 
Duty and Affection to your molt Gracious and Sacred Majeſty, 
are ſo highly ſenſible of the great Importance of this Province 
to the French, that we muſt conceive it more than probable, if 
a War ſhould happen, they will uſe all Endeavours to bring this 
Country under their Subjection: They would thereby be able 
to ſupply their Sugar Iſlands with all Sorts of Proviſions and 
Lumber by an eaſy Navigation, which, to our great Advantage, 
is now not ſo practicable from the preſent French Colonies; 
beſides the Facility of gaining then to their Intereſt, moſt of the 
Indian Trade on the Northern Continent, they might then eaſily 
unite the Canadees and Chofaws with the many other Nations 
of Indians, which are now in their Intereſt. And the ſeveral 
Ports and Harbours of Carolina and Georgia, which now enable 
your Majeſty to be abſolute Maſter of the Paſſage through the 
Gulph of Florida, and to impede at your Pleaſure the Tranſpor-— 
tation home of the Spanzſh Treaſure, would then prove ſo many 
convenient Harbours for your Majeſty's Enemies, by their Pri- 
vateers or Ships of War, to annoy a great Part of the Britiſh 
Trade 
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Trade to America, a8 well as that which is carried on throu gh 


the Gulph from Jamaica, beſides the Loſs which Great Britain | 


muſt feel in ſo conſiderable a Part of its Navigation, as well as 
the Exports of Maſts, Pitch, Tar and Turpentine, which, with- 
out any Dependence on the Northern Powets of Europe, are 
from hence plentifully ſupplied for the Uſe of the Britiſh Ship- 
ing. 

A This is the preſent State and Condition of your Majeſty's 
Province of South Carolina, utterly incapable of finding Funds 
ſufficient for the Defence of this wide Frontier, and ſo deſtitute 
of White Men, that even Money itſelf cannot here raiſe a ſuf- 
ficient Body of them. 

With al) Humility we therefore beg Leave to lay ourſelves at 
the Feet of your Majeſty, humbly imploring your Majeſty's moſt 


Gracious Care in the Extremities we ſhould be reduced to on 


the breaking out of a War; and that your Majeſty will be gra- 
ciouſly pleated to extend your Protection to us, as your Majeſty, 
in your great Wiſdom, ſhall think moſt proper.

holders and Inhabitants in the Province of Georgia, and 
being ſenſible of the great Pains and Care exerted by you in 
endeavour ing to ſettle this Colony, ſince it has been under your 
Protection and Management, do unanimouſly join to lay before 
you, with the utmoſt Regret, the following Particulars. 
But, in the firſt Place, we muſt beg Leave to obſerve, That 
it has afforded us a great deal of Concern and Uneaſineſs, that 
former Repreſentations 'made to ,you of the ſame Nature, have 
not been thought worthy of due Conſideration, nor even of an 
Anſwer. We have moſt of us ſettled in this Colony, in pur- 
ſuance of the Deſcription and Recommendation given of it by 
you in Britain; and from the Experience of refidi 8 Sve 
Years, do find, That it is impoffible the Meaſures hitherto laid 
down and purſued for making it a Colony, can ſucceed. None 
of all thoſe who have *planted their Lands, have been able to 
raiſe ſufficient Produce to maintain their Families in Bread-kind 
only, even though as much Application and Induſtry have been 
exerted to bring it about, as could be done by Men engaged in an 
Affair, on which they believe the Welfare of themſelves and 
Poſterity ſo much depended, and which they imagine muſt re- 
quire more than ordinary Pains to make ſucceed; ſo that by the 
accumulated Expences every Year of Proviſions, Cloathing and 
Medicines, Oc. for themſelves, Families and Servants, ſeveral 
have expended all their Money, nay, even run conſiderably in 
Debt, and ſo been obliged to give off Planting, and making fur- 
ther Improvements ; and thoſe who continue, are daily exhauſt- 
ing more and more of their Money, and ſome daily increaſing 
their Debts, without a Poſſibility of being reimburſed, according 
to the preſent Conſtitution, This being now the general State of 
the Colony, it muſt be obvious, that People cannot ſubſiſt by 
their Land according to the preſent Eſtabliſhment; and this 
being a Truth reſulting from Trial, Practice and Experience, 
cannot be contradicted by any theorical Scheme or Reaſoning.

We do not in the leaſt doubt, but that in time 
Silk 4nd: Wine may be produced here, eſpecially the former; but 
ſince the Cultivdtion of Land wich White Servants only, cannot 
raiſe Proviſions fof our Families, as befote- mentioned, therefore 
it is likewiſe impoſſible to carry on theſe Manufactures according 
to the preſent Conſtitution. It is very well known, that Carolina 
can rat every thing that this Colony can; and they having their 
Labour fo much cheaper, will always ruin our Market, unleſs 
we are in ſome meaſure on a Footing with them; and as, 
in both; the Land is worn out in Four or Five Years, and then fir 
for nothing but Paſture; we muſt be always at a great deal more 
Expence than they, in clearing new Land for Planting. The Im- 
portation of Neceſſaries of Life comes to us at the moſt extra- 
vagant Rate; Merchants in general, eſpecially of England, not 
being willing to ſupply the Settlers with Goods upon Com- 
miſſion, becauſe no Perſon here can make them any Security of 
their Lands or Improvements, as is very often practiſed in other 
Places to promote Trade, when ſome of the Employer's Money 
is laid out in neceſſary Buildings and Improvements, fitting for the 
Trade intended, without which it cannot be carried on. The Be- 
nefit of the Importation therefore is all to tranſient Perſons, 
who do not lay out any Money amongſt us, but, on the contrary, 
carry every Penny out of the Place; and the chief Reaſon for 
their enhancing the Price is, becauſe they cannot get any Goods 
here, either on Freight or Purchaſe, for another Market. If the

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Advantages accruing from Importation centred. in the Inhabitants, 

the Prof thereof would naturally circulate amongſt us, and be 

laid out in Improvements in the Colony. Your Honours, we 

imagine, are not inſenſible of the Numbers that have left this

wW E, Saltzburghers and Inhabitints of Ebenezer, that have 
ſigned this Letter, intreat humbly, in our and our Bre- 
threns Names, you Excellency would be pleaſed to ſhew us the 
Favour of defiring the honourable Truſtees for ſending to 
Georgia another Tranſport of Saltzburghers to be ſettled at 
Ebenezer. We have, with one Accord, wrote a Letter to our 
Father in God, the Reverend Mr. Senior Uriſperger, at Aug/ſpurg, 
and in that Letter expreſly named thoſe Saltzburghers and 
Auſtrians, whom, as bur Friends, Relations and. Countrymen, we 
with to ſee ſettled here. We can, indeed, atteſt of them, that 
they fear the Lord truly, love Working, and will conform them- 
ſelves to aur Congregation : We have given them an Account of 
our being fettled well; and being mighty well pleaſed with the 
Climate and Condition of this Country, having here ſeveral Pre- 
terences in ſpiritual and temporal Circumſtances, for other People 


in Cermany, which your Honour will find in the here incloſed - 


gb of , our Letter to Mt. Senior Urlſperger ; if they fare as we 
do, having been provided in the Beginning with Proviſions, a 
little Stock for Breed, fome Tools, and good Land, by the Care 


of the honourable Truſtees; and if God grants his Bleſſing - to 


their Work, we doubt not, but they will gain with us eaſily their 
Bread and Subfiſtence, and lead a quiet and peaceable Life, in 
all Godlineſs and Honeſty. Though it is here a hotter Seaſon 
than our native Country 1s, yet. not ſo extremely hot, as we 
were told on the firſt time of our Arrival; but ſince we have been 
now uſed to the Country, we find it tolerable, and, for working 
People, very convenient; ſetting themſelves to work early in the 
Morning, till Ten o'Clock ; and in the Afternoon, from Three 
to Sun-ſet ; and having Buſineſs at Home, we do them in our 
Huts and Houſes, in the Middle of the Day, till the greateſt 
Heat is over. People in Germany are hindered by Froſt and Snow 
in the Winter, from doing any Work in the Fields and Vineyards; 
but we have this Preference, to do the moſt and heavieſt Work 
at ſuch a time, preparing the Ground ſufficiently for planting in 
the Spring: We were told by ſeveral People, after our Arrival, 
that it proves quite impoſſible and dangerous for White People to 
plant and manufacture any Rice, being a Work only tor Negroes, 
not for European People; but having Experience of the con- 
trary, we laugh at ſuch a Talking, ſecing that ſeveral People of 

us 
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us have had, in laſt Harveſt, a greater Crop of Rice than they 


wanted for their own Conſumption. If God is pleaſed to enable 


us by ſome Money for building ſuch Mills, convenient for cleaning 
the Rice, as we uſe in Germany, for making ſeveral Grains, fit for 
eating, then the Manufacture of Rice will be an eaſy and pro- 
ficable thing. For the preſent, we crave your Excellency's Good- 


. neſs to allow, for the Uſe of the whole Congregation, ſome Rice 


Sieves, of ſeyeral Sorts, from Charles-Town, which cannot be 


had at Savannah : We will be accountable to the Store for them. 


Of Corn, Peaſe, Potatoes, Pomkins, Cabbage, Cc. we had ſuch 
a good Quantity, that many Buſhels are ſold, and much was 
ſpent in feeding Cows, Calves and Hogs. If the Surveyor, ac- 
cording to his Order and Duty, had uſed Diſpatch in laying out 
our Farms, (which we have got not ſooner than laſt Fall) item, 
if not, we all were diſappointed by long Sickneſs, and planting 
the yellow Pen ſiluania Corn; we would have been able, by the 
Bleſſing of God, to ſpare a greater Quantity of Grain for getting 
Meat-kind and Cloaths, of which we are in Want. It is true, 
that Two Acres of Ground, for each Family's Garden, are ſet out 
ſome time ago; but being there very few Swamps fit for plant- 
ing of Rice, and ſome Part of them wanting a good deal of 
Dung, we were not able, in the Beginning, to dung it well; 
therefore we could not make ſuch a good Uſe of thoſe Acres, 
as we now have Reaſon to hope, by the Aſſiſtance of God, after 
our Plantations are laid out: Hence it will be, that we plant the 
good Ground firſt, and improve the other Soil then, when Oc- 
caſion will require it, in the beſt manner we can. In the firſt 
Time, when the Ground muſt be cleared from Trees, Buſhes 
and Roots, and fenced in carefully, we are to undergo ſome hard 
Labour, which afterwards will be the eaſier and more pleaſing, 
when the - hardeſt Trial is over, and our Plantations are better 
regulated. A good deal of Time was ſpent in building Huts, 
Houſes, and other neceſſary Buildings, in Town, and upon the 
Farms; and fince, we wanted Money for ſeveral Expences; 
ſeveral Perſons of us hired themſelves out for ſome Weeks for 
building the Orphan-houſe, and its Appurtenances ; item, The 
Reverend Mr. Gronau's Houſe, which happened to be built in 
the hotteſt Summer Seaſon ; and now ſome of us are employed 
to build the Reverend Mr. Bolgiuss Houſe; which Buildings have 
taken away ſome time from our Work in the Ground; but the 
fair Opportunity of earning ſome Money at Home, was a great 
Benefit to us; this now being To, that neither the hot Summer 
Seaſon, nor any thing elſe, hinders us from Work in the Ground, 
and we Wiſh to lead a quiet and peaceable Life at our Place. We 
humbly be ſeech the honourable Truſtees not to allow it, that any 

| | | Negro 
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Negro might be brought to our Place, or in our Neighbour- 
hood, knowing by Experience, that Houſes and Gardens will 
be robbed always by them, and White People are in Danger 
of Life becauſe of them, beſides other great Inconveniences. 
Likewiſe we humbly be ſeech you and the Truſtees not to allow 
to any Perſon the Liberty of buying up Lands at our Place, by 
which, if granted, it would happen, that by bad and turbulent 
Neighbours our Congregation would be ſpoilt, and poor harm- 
leſs People troubled and opprefſed : But we wiſh and long for 
ſuch Neighbours to be ſettled here, whoſe Good-name and honeſt 
Behaviour is known to us and our Favourers. The Honourable 
Truſtees have been always Favourers and Protectors of poor 
and diſtreſſed People; wherefore we beſeech you and them, 
they would be pleaſed to take us further under their fatherly 
Care, that the Remembrance of their Benevolence and Kind- 
neſs to our Congregation might be conveyed to our late Poſte- 
rity, and be highly praiſed. We put up our Prayers to God for 
rewarding your Excellency, and the Honourable Truſtecs, mani- 
fold for all their good Aſliſtance and Benefits, which are beſtowed 
upon us, and beg humbly the Continuance of your and their 
Favour and Protection, being, with the greateſt Submiſſion and 
Reſpect, | | .

HE Truſtees for eſtabliſhing the Colony of Georgis i in 
America have received by the Hands of Mr. Benjamin 
all, of London, Merchant, an atteſted Copy of a Repreſentation, 
ſigned by you the Magiſtrates, and many of the Inhabitants of 
Savannah, on the 9th of December laſt, for altering, the Tenure 
of the Lands, and introducing Negroes into the Province, tranſ- 
mitted from thence by Mr. Robert Williams. 

The Truſtees are not ſurpriſed to find unwary People drawn 
in by crafty Men to join in a Deſign of extorting by Clamour, 
from the Truſtees, an Alteration in the fundamental Laws, framed 
for the Preſervation of the People from thoſe very Deſigns. 

But the Truſtees cannot but expreſs their Aſtoniſhment, that 
you the Magiſtrates, appointed by them to be Guardians of the 
People, by putting thoſe Laws in Execution, ſhould fo far forget 
your Duty, as to put yourſelves at the Head of this Attempt. 

However, they direct you to give the Complainants this An- 
ſwer from the Truſtecs : That they ſhould deem themſelves very 
unfit for the Truſt repoſed in them by his Majeſty on their Behalf, 
if they could be prevailed upon by ſuch an irrational Attempt, 
to give up a Conſtitution, framed with the greateſt Caution for 
the Preſervation of Liberty and Property, and of which the Laws 


againſt the Uſe of Slaves, and for the Entail of Lands, are the 


ſureſt Foundations. 


And the Truſtees are the more confirmed in their Opinion of 
the Unreaſonableneſs of this Demand, that they have received 
Petitions from the Darien, and other Parts of the Province, 
repreſenting the Inconvenience and Danger, which muſt ariſe to 
the good People of the Province from the Introduction of Ne- 
groes? and as the Truſtees themſelves are fully convinced, that 
beſides the Hazard attending of that Introduction, it would deſtroy 
all Induſtry among the White Inhabitants ; and that, by giving 
them a Power to alien their Lands, the Colony would ſoon be 
too like its Neighbours, void of White Inhabitants, filled with 
Blacks, and reduced to be the precarious Property of a Few, 
equally expoſed to domeſtick Treachery, and foreign Invaſion : 
And therefore the Truſtees cannot be ſuppoſed to be in any Diſ- 
polition of granting this Requeſt; and if they have not, before 


this, 
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this, ſignified their Diſlike of it, their Delay is to be imputed to 


no other Motives, but the Hopes they had conceived, that 
Time and Experience would bring the Complainants to a better 
Mind. And the Truſtees readily join Iſſue with them in their 
Appeal to Poſterity, who ſhall judge between them, who were 

their beſt Friends, thoſe who endeavoured to preſerve for them 
a Property in their Lands, by tying up the Hands of their unthrifty 
Progenitors ; or they who wanted a Power to mortgage or alien 
them ; who were the beſt Friends to the Colony, thoſe who, 
with great Labour and Coſt, had endeavoured to form a Colony 
of his Majeſty's Subjects, and perſecuted Proteſtants from other 
Parts of Europe; had placed them on a fruitful Soil, and ſtrove 
to ſecure them in their Poſſeſſions, by thoſe Arts which natu- 
rally tend to keep the Colony full of uſeful and induſtrious 
People, capable both to cultivate and defend it; or thoſe who, 
to gratity the greedy and ambitious Views of a few Negro Mer- 
chants, would put it into their Power to become ſole Owners of 
the Province, by introducing their baneful Commodity, which, 
it is well known, by ſad Experience, has brought our neighbour 
Colonies to the Brink of Ruin, by driving out their, White Inha- 
bitants, who were their Glory and Strength, to make room for 


Black, who are now become the Terror of their unadviſed 
Maſters.
